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‘AMERICANISMSE"IN SUAKESPEARE

Words Obsolete in England in Use in
Americn.,
¥o the Editors of the Booning Post:

Itis well known that many words and ex-
preasions have been preserved, and are yot in
common use in Amerion, whioh have be-
coma-obsolete In Eugland, or continoe to be
used there only in certain localities, Such
ob#dlete words and expressions, whenever they
ooour in Shakespearw, are, of contse, ander
8tood at first sight by the American, reader;
while, t0 make them intelligible to the Koglish
render, they appear to rmltt'frr notes (often for-
tified with fearning) by Koglish editors. For
thé sake of brevity these may be termed
Shakespiare's Americanisms ! even though he
hlr]*hed to make use of them s few yoars
before the first English settlements in America.

OF this elass of words (1.) elare 1s & familiar
and often.quoted exatuple, and it is used twice
by Cleopatra, 1f, as is likely, it was pro-
nounced in Shakesponrs’s time with the third
sound of a, chawer, then the change to chore
wonld easily follow; and in this form the word
is in daily use in farmers’ families in most of
the Northern States,

(4.9 Y1 think thes now some common cus-
tomer."' —All's Well, V, 3.—~Customer pro.
perly means one who buys or trades; bat in
Amerioan slang we oftan hear, “looss custo-
mer,”” “hard customer,"' slippery castomer,"’
“rough onstomer,’’ ete, ]

(4.) “My onke is dough.,”—Taming the
Shrow, V, 1. And “‘Our ¢ake is donghi on both
gides."'—Taming the Shrew, 1, 1.—One Eng-
lish editor remarks;—*'This is an obsolate pro-
verh, and its meaning is not now easily ex-
plained.” Buat among people in this country
who are in the habit of using proverbial ex-

regaions, there is not one more frequent and
amiliar; and it 15 well understood by all classes
to pignify '‘a loss of hope,' disappointment, or
the ?allura of some plans or expectations,

(5.) “Placket"’ and “‘placket-hole’ ars yet
somewhat used in America; for | chanced not
long ago to heara ludy giviog some directions
to her maid about *‘the placket-hole in her
dress.”’ My near relationship permitied me
to ask an explanation. I was told that it was
“‘the slit or opening in the upper part of the
gkirt, when it is made separate from the walst
or body, for conveniende in putting ow .r off.’?
Three-quarters of a century ago there was
much disoussion among the editors and com-
mentators of Ehakespeare abont the true and
practical signification of this so frequently
ufed word in Shakespeare, Buot the faot just
stated goes toprove that Steevens (Dr. John-
son's friend) was right, as I suspect he
Enlty generally was, when in earsest in
ilaauﬁsing any mooted Shakespearian gues-
tion.

(62 ¢4 An envious sliver.)'—Hamlot, IV,
7. “Shver'din the moon's eolipse,”’—Machath,
IV, 22 Will sliver aud disbranch.”’—
Lear, IV, 2. The word “sliver' is yet known
and unsed in America for a small splinter of

wood.

(7.) “Afeard” for afraid, fearful, or appre-
hensive. This word ocours some thirty times
in Shakespeare's plays (see Mrs. Clarke's
‘Concordance’), and is there generally ased
by persons of high station. At the present
day in this country it is often heard among
uneduocated persons of English descent.

(8.) “Flaw," for a puff of wind or a sudden
gust, ocours some half-a-dozen times, and is
dualy explaingd each time by one of the best
English editorse—Singar; yet no cognate word
is tter understood in this country, nor
oftener used, especially by those living near
the seaboard or on our great lakes and rivers,

(9.) "I canuot tell,’’ is a phrase in vulgar
use here with old peopls; and implies & puz-
zled feeling, or & state of stupid doubt or per-

lexity. Ft is explained in this sense by the
&nglinh editor just named-—as, ‘I know not
what to think of it,"

(10,) “Base tyke;" “‘Bobtail tyke.” Tyke |
evidently meant a cur dog when Shakespeare
wrote. 1 distinctly recollect that in my early
years one of our native ‘‘help” was wont
10 call any one she was angry with ‘“‘you ugly
tyke.”

Thix probably does not include all of the
Anmericanisma, a8 1 have ventored to term
them, to be fonnd in Bhakespeare's plays, as |
bave only just noted guch as attracted my at-
tention whils ccoupied with a much more im-
portant and agreeable task.

There are not only words, but also things
and fucts to be found in Bhakespears which
have become obsolete and nearly forgotten in
England, but which we Americans have pre-
served and can readily understand at the pre-
fent day. There are, indeed, many pasasges
in Shakespeare reminding us that, at the time
he wrote, Epgland was comparstively a new
country as America is at the present day.
Thus, “Macbeth'' says:—
“The mind I sway by, and the heart T bear
Hnall‘i:?‘igr sugy with doubi, nor shake with
Ly,
This truly sublime figure of speech comes
from a homely source, being suggested by the
necagsary and almost exclusive nse of timber
a8 a building material in a new country, not
only for houses, but especially for bridges, as
happens to be the case T; America at the pre-
gent day. A plecs of timber will “‘sagg’ from
the gradual effect of weight or pressure upon
it; but it “shakes’ or vibrates from the appli-
cation of some sudden and transient force.
Avd this is also the different operation of
doubt and fear on the mind. The first is a slow
and lasting change, while the latter is only a
momentary impression.
Again, “Duncan’s" horses are saldto have—
"'l'urn’dtwlld in nature, broke thelr stalls, fung
on
l?ontemling 'gninst obedlence o
This wes doubtless what is known in Ame-
rica by the Mexican word “stampoede’'—a gort
of panio which, from some cause, generally
unknown, seizes upon horses and (more
rarely) other domestio animals. It is probably
unknown in Eogland at the present day, and
anly happens in parts of this country compara-
tively thinly inhabited—as the f[ar West and
some Sonthern districts. The same phenome-
non is referred to where *‘Glendower™ says:—

"Thelgu:\]u ran from the mountalos, and the

herds

Were strangely clamorous to the frighted
flelds. "

Again, of ““Dumcan’s’’ horses:—
"“ITis sald they ate each other.”
This language, used of horses, sounds like
a poetical exaggeration. Yet it happens to be
true that horses, when loose and engaged in
deadly conflict with each sther, only use their
teeth, and aim to get at one another’s throats,
but never use their heels. They kick only
when quarrelling, or when they are tied or
hampered in some way.
For the confirmation of this last statement 1
have the authority of the colonel of one of our
(regular) cavalry regiments, who was himself
brought up on a horge-raising farm in Vir-
ginia, and who has since had thirty years’ ex-
perlence in United Btates frontier service.

The
word “‘batol’’ is borrowed from the baker's
ghop, and is still used as & popular figure of |
gpeech in America, generally in a derisive
sense, the same as in Shakespears's text; and,
when applied to persons, means that all are
equally bad and contemptible,

(14.) “There is not'a whittle in the nunruly
camyp''— Timon, V, 2.—1 do not know that we
now ever hear a pocket-knife called a “whit-
tle;' but the practice of whittling is spoken
of as an American characteristio. Hence the
proverbial saying applied to a scheming but
unsneessiul rson:—"‘Always a-whittling,
but never making nothing."
